in and had to atiend a six-month course at an NCO school. During their third 
year, they were also ossi, ned to aircrait factories, where they had to work 

fer six months as locksmiths, lathe hancs, clowtricians ets, After cor pleting 
three vears at the training center for aircraft rechanics, the trainees vere 
transferred to the secorc course of the aircraft mechanic school. After servinn 
for three years at the training center, once more year at the aircraft mechenic 
school anc four years as career “COs, they were appointec rechanics 2nd class

d, Tne so-called aspirant wit was located at the Stara Kesarny in Lipt..ikulas, 
It comprised crafted solciers, who vere being trained as mechanics 3rd class, 
After completion of their training,they usuaily became stock clerks at cirfields, 
but they could also apply for acceptance at the air force academy in order to be 
trainee ss pilows. 


e. ‘The students of the second year (stucent unit) had craduatea from the aircraft 
rechenic school, They were also stationed at, Lipt. Mikulas, 


f, fnother unit of stucents in the second year (Jecnotka dorosteniu 2d rekem) 
wes located at the Cerlasske Kasarny in foprad. 1t consisted of about 100 nen 
and vas orranized into three dlatoons with four squadrons to each platoon. The 
unit included 26 photosmechanics, 35 electro-mechanics, and about Lo candidate 
electro-mechanics, 


S The unit of students in their first year was located at the Dukelske nasarny 
in Poprad., It consisted of about 100 men and was organized into four detaci:nents 

of 100 men each, each detachment consisting of four platoons with four squads of 
about eight men to each platoon. This unit comprised the 17-year-old volunteers 

who had graduated from the aircraft necharic school and were serving in Sheir 

first year, In July 1051, the unit corprised 25 photowmechanics, 35 electro~ 
mechanics, 200 engine mechanics, anc 10 em-orer artificers, The photo and electro- 
mechanics rerained in Poprad, while the enrine mechanies and the arnorer artificers 
moved to Lipt.Mikulas and the Vokrad airfield respectively.

stationec at the Corlasske Kasarny, anc another 200 men at the Dbukelske Kasarny. 
the uiit comprised engine and electro mechanics in equal numbers. They were being 
trained clone civilian lines uncer miiitary supervision.

The installation was located 2 lo from the Poprad railroad station in the

Tt covered a site of about 290 x 390 meters and consisted of 10 brick buildinges, 
two of them three-story structures the remainder single story, Aircraft serving 
as instruction aids were parked in a hangar. “Yell equipped workshops and a 
large number of aircraft engines were available for instruction purposes. ''(7)

The army pay for students in their first and second years 
of training was 10 Czech crows per day besides threc cigarettes, The pay was 
increased by one cromm per day for each higher grade reached, Candidates were: 
given seven cromms during their first year, eight in the second and nine in 
the third year of training.

Val Vegirici-airfield, a purely military installation, was northwest of the 
town, north of the Val Sezirici-lranice (P 50/0 25) read, about 2,560 meters 
from the Sorcer of the town.

(1) The Eth sir “orce iten] Regt was previously assumed to be located at Poprad. The 
information that this recsiment trains only the technical personnel of the Czech 
‘ir Vorce is received for the first tine, lreviously, there vas one air force 
replacenent regiment in cach air force service area, The pertinent in“or--ation 
appears credible, since the IT and JIT Air force Service Areas, whose headquarters 
were in G, Pudejovice and lrne respectively, were coactivated, 

(2) Prior to July 199, the military aircrat, mechanic school was located at Liberec 
airfielc, Inforsation cating from Septenber 199 indicated that this school began 
to move to “‘okrad and Poprad in late July 19h9. It, is untmowm whether 
the Acadeny for officer Aircraft Mechanics is now Jocated in Liberec, Cowever, since 
this airfield is unsuitable for an air unit with recard to its unfavorable soil 
conditions, the presence there of a technical school appears credible.
